Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Services  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  town  for  the  year  1946. 

The  following  interesting  statistical  data  are  worthy  of  special 
note  : — 

(1)  The  estimated  civilian  population  increased  from  72,390  in 
1945  to  76,040  in  1946,  an  estimated  increase  of  3,650’ 

(2)  The  birth  rate  increased  from  19.4  per  thousand  in  1945  to 

21.7  per  thousand  in  1946. 

(3)  The  death  rate  fell  from  12.04  in  1945  to  11.7  in  1946  (the 
general  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.5  per 
thousand). 

(4)  The  marriage  rate  fell  from  12.1  in  1945  to  9.4  per  thousand 
in  1946. 

(5)  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  57  was  the  lowest  recorded 
during  the  past  7  years.  In  1945  the  rate  was  73. 

(6)  The  maternal  mortality  rate  was  lower  than  in  1945,  being 

1.7  as  compared  with  2.1  in  1945. 

The  creation  of  a  special  Housing  Department  has  permitted  the 
transfer  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  selection  of  tenants  from  the 
Health  Department — an  administrative  improvement,  which  could 
not,  of  course,  be  expected  to  alleviate  the  housing  shortage,  which 
continues  to  be  acute,  and  which  is  the  cause  of  much  hardship,  distress 
and  impairment  of  health. 

As  in  other  industrial  towns  of  similar  character,  the  problem 
of  infant  mortality  in  Warrington  during  recent  years  has  given  rise 
to  considerable  and  increasing  concern. 

The  combined  efforts  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  were  intensified  during  the  year,  and  even  greater  endeavours 
are  being,  and  will  be  directed  towards  the  reduction  of  this  tragic 
loss  of  life. 

While  it  is  most  encouraging  to  observe  the  fall  in  mortality  to 
57,  it  would  be  foolhardy  to  conclude  that  this  gratifying  reduction 
was  directly  attributable  to  the  improved  services. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  series  of  cases  of  Gastro¬ 
enteritis  occurred  among  infants.  This  is  no  new  disorder,  although 
it  received  a  good  deal  of  publicity. 

During  1946,  40  cases  of  Gastro-enteritis  were  treated  in  the 
Warrington  Isolation  Hospital,  and  of  these,  6  died.  During  1945, 
24  cases  were  admitted,  of  whom  4  died. 

The  precise  cause  of  the  disease  has  not  been  identified,  but  its 
extremely  infectious  nature  and  high  mortality  among  infected  infants 
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make  it  a  source  of  constant  anxiety,  particularly  in  congested  insti¬ 
tutions.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the  disorders  in  which  a  vast  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  mortality  among  breast-fed  and  artificially  fed 
infants  can  be  observed,  and  provides  another  strong  argument  against 
the  unnecessary  abandonment  of  breast-feeding,  which  is  indeed 
earnestly  advocated  and  encouraged. 

Of  the  94  deaths  during  the  year  due  to  notifiable  diseases,  none 
was  due  to  diphtheria,  which  bears  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
immunisation  campaigns  of  previous  years.  There  is  still  room  for 
improvement  in  the  number  of  children  being  immunised  against 
diphtheria,  and  the  efforts  to  secure  immunisation  at  one  year  of  age 
are  being  continued. 

The  resumption  of  the  pail-closet  conversion  scheme  is  an 
important  public  health  measure,  and  one  which  will  eventually  tend 
to  reduce  the  incidence  of  disease.  During  the  year,  100  pail-closets 
were  replaced  by  water-closets. 

In  our  concern  over  the  welfare  of  infants  the  difficult  circum¬ 
stances  in  which  many  old  people  find  themselves  must  not  be  over¬ 
looked,  and  this  problem  is  being  given  increasing  attention.  The 
provision  of  housing  accommodation  specially  adapted  to  the  diffi¬ 
culties  in  movement  peculiar  to  old  people  is  urgently  required. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  (‘Baby  Welcomes’)  continued  with  enthusiasm,  the  number 
of  attendances  being  Children  19145,  Mothers  19935.  For  their 
generous  contribution  to  this  success  1  wish  to  offer  my  thanks  to 
Mrs.  Langdale  (Hon.  Secretary)  and  Miss  Clarke  (Hon.  Treasurer) 
and  the  members  of  the  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcome  Committee. 

I  wish  again  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman,  Mr. 
Alderman  David  Plinston,  J.P.,  and  members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  zealous  interest  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  public 
health,  and  for  their  constant  support  and  guidance  in  all  efforts 
made  to  improve  it.  To  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  various 
sections  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  Hospitals,  who  have,  by 
their  diligent  and  loyal  assistance,  contributed  to  the  organisation  of 
a  better  health  service,  I  offer  my  genuine  thanks.  I  should  like 
to  make  special  mention  of  the  Medical  Officers,  the  Superintendent 
of  Health  Visitors,  the  Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives,  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  to  the  Chief  of  the  office  staff,  also 
the  Steward  of  the  General  Hospital,  and  to  thank  them  individually 
for  the  great  assistance  they  have  given  me. 

I  must  again  acknowledge  the  help  so  freely  and  courteously 
given  to  this  department  by  other  officials  of  the  Corporation,  and 
add  my  best  thanks  to  them.

POPULATION. — The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  for  the 
mid-year  1946  was  *76,040  (compared  with  the  1931  Census  figures 
of  79,322),  and  last  year’s  estimate  of  72,390. 

*(Estimated  Civilian  Population) 


BIRTHS. — 2,118  births  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  203  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

461  of  these  births  were  to  parents  resident  outside  the  Borough 
who  had  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  at  one  or  other  of 
the  Warrington  Maternity  Homes. 

The  number  of  live  births  to  be  accredited  to  Warrington  for  the 
year  1946  was  1,657  (857  males,  800  females),  compared  with  1,409 
live  births  in  1945  (734  males,  675  females). 

The  birth-rate  for  Warrington  per  1,000  population  was  21.7 
in  1946,  compared  with  19.4  in  1945,  and  19.1  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole. 

The  total  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  140  (70  males,  70 
females),  compared  with  152  births  in  1945. 

There  were  67  still-births  notified  in  1946,  45  still-births  in  1945. 

MARRIAGES. — There  were  716  marriages  during  the  year, 
the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  being  9.4.  In  1945  there  were  880 
marriages,  giving  a  rate  of  12.1. 

DEATHS. — 1,076  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the 
Borough  during  1946.  Of  these,  however,  239  were  non-residents. 
During  the  same  period,  58  deaths  have  been  reported  as  having 
occurred  outside  the  district  of  persons  usually  resident  in  Warrington. 
Adding  these  (58)  and  deducting  the  non-residents,  we  have  a  total  of 
895  deaths  accredited  to  Warrington  for  1946,  compared  with  872  in 
1945. 

This  gives  a  death-rate  of  11.7  per  1,000  civilian  population 
during  1946,  compared  with  12.04  in  1945,  and  12.15  in  1944. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.5  ;  for  the  126 
County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns,  12.7  ;  and  for  London,  12.7. 
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The  causes  of  death  in  order  of  frequency  are  given  in  the 
following  table  : —

The  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  visited  35  homes  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  patients  too  ill  to  attend  the  Dispensary.

Notification  of  Intention  to  Practise 

33  Midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within  the 
Borough  during  1946.  Of  these,  14  were  in  domiciliary  practice  and 
19  in  Institutions.  Of  the  14  who  notified  their  intention  to  practise 
in  domiciliary  practice,  3  resided  outside  the  Borough.  One  of  these 
Midwives  did  no  cases.

Two 
Midwives  attended  a  Refresher  Course  during  the  year.  One  was 
held  at  Liverpool  and  the  other  at  Bristol. 
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Midwifery  Training 

Three  Midwives  have  been  approved  as  district  teachers  for  the 
Part  II  Training  for  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  Certificate.  One 
Midwife  has  resigned  her  position  as  teacher. 

The  training  is  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Warrington 
General  Hospital,  the  pupil  spending  three  months  in  the  Hospital 
on  internal  midwifery  and  three  months  on  the  district  doing- 
domiciliary  midwifery.  The  necessary  lectures  are  given  by  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Non-Medical  Supervisor 
of  Midwives.  The  pupils  attend  domiciliary  births,  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  clinics,  infant  welfare  clinics  and  V.D.  clinics. 

Eight  pupils  are  in  training  at  one  time.  Sixteen  pupils  have 
obtained  the  Part  II  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board 
during  1946. 

Training  in  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 

All  Municipal  Midwives  have  obtained  the  Certificate  for  the 
administration  of  gas  and  air  analgesia. 

During  1946,  40  Mothers  on  the  district  had  gas  and  air  analgesia 
during  labour. 

Records  for  Calling  in  Medical  Assistance 

231  records  for  calling  in  Medical  Assistance  were  received. 
Of  these,  4.7%  were  for  ante-partum  haemorrhage,  6%  were  for 
assistance  during  the  ante-natal  period,  17.29%  for  delay  or  difficulty 
during  labour,  34.9%  were  for  ruptured  perenium,  and  12.7%  were 
for  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  baby. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  birth  weight  of  all  babies  is  recorded  on  the  birth  card.  All 
babies  who  weigh  under  5 Jib.  at  birth  are  regarded  as  premature. 

The  premature  babies  born  in  the  district  are  visited  by  the 
Non-Medical  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  advice  on  feeding  and 
general  care  is  given.  If  the  home  nursing  is  not  considered  satis¬ 
factory,  hospital  treatment  is  offered  for  the  baby. 

Mid  wives  are  encouraged  to  attend  premature  babies  until  they 
are  gaining  weight  and  making  satisfactory  progress.  The  babies 
are  then  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Health  Visitor. 

A  Premature  Baby  Ward  is  available  at  the  Warrington  General 
Hospital,  and  a  specially  prepared  cot  is  provided  for  the  transfer 
of  the  premature  baby  from  the  home  to  the  hospital,  this  facilitates 
the  minimum  of  disturbance,  a  cot  being  conveyed  to  the  hospital 
either  by  ambulance  or  private  car  under  the  supervision  of  a  qualified 
nurse.

Maternal  Deaths 

Four  deaths  from  childbirth  occurred  during  1946.  The  causes 
of  death  were  as  follows  : — 

1.  Shock — difficult  labour. 

2.  Uraemia  and  eclampsia. 

f3.  Post-operative  shock  and  haemorrhage. 

4.  Obstetric  shock  due  to  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

26  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  : — 

8  from  Warrington  Maternity  Home  ; 

14  from  Warrington  General  Hospital  ; 

4  occurred  in  domiciliary  practice. 
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Visits  Paid  by  Municipal  Midwives 

4076  Nursing  visits  were  paid  by  the  Municipal  Midwives  to  the 
mothers  during  the  lying-in  period. 

1913  Ante-natal  visits  were  paid  to  the  parent  in  their  own  homes. 

647  Post-natal  visits  were  paid  between  the  14th  day  and  the 
end  of  the  sixth  week. 

Home  Help  Service 

A  Home  Help  service  has  been  started.  A  mother  who  is  being 
confined  at  home  and  requires  the  service  of  a  home  help  makes 
application  to  the  Midwife,  who  informs  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives. 

After  the  confinement,  the  Home  Help  attends  the  home  and  is 
responsible  for  the  household  duties,  including  the  care  of  the  chil¬ 
dren,  preparation  of  meals,  shopping,  etc.,  for  14  days. 

Mothers  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  this  service. 

16  applications  for  the  services  of  a  Home  Help  have  been  granted 
since  the  scheme  commenced  in  May,  1946. 

Maternity  Outfits 

Sterilized  Maternity  Outfits  are  provided  for  domiciliary  practice. 
These  are  obtainable  at  cost-price  from  the  Health  Office,  and  are 
much  appreciated  by  the  Mothers.

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MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE  CLINIC,  1946 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Harman  Taylor  for  the  following  information  : — 

A  perusal  of  the  statistics  and  types  of  cases  attending  this  Clinic 
shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  suffering  from  early  rickets 
and  debility.  In  comparing  these  cases  with  those  seen  in  the  war 
years,  we  are  bound  to  be  struck  with  this  increase.  It  is  true  that 
the  signs  and  symptoms  of  these  diseases  due  to  malnutrition  are 
easily  and  quickly  eradicated  by  a  course  of  “Ultra-Violet”  Ray 
Treatment,  but  the  fact  remains  that  they  are  manifesting  themselves 
some  months  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities.  We  are  bound  to  ask 
ourselves  whether  the  mothers  are  getting  sufficient  food  to  nourish 
their  offspring  ;  it  would  appear  that  there  is  some  justification  for 
the  view  held  in  some  quarters  that  our  food  is  deteriorating  in 
nutritional  value  :  we  must  see  to  it  that  our  future  citizens  get  the 
necessary  food  essentials  to  ensure  a  sturdy  race  of  youngsters.  Our 
pregnant  women  should  have  first  call  on  milk,  eggs,  butter. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  good  to  relate  that  there  has  been  an 
appreciable  deterioration  in  the  number  of  T.B.  cases  referred  to  the 
clinic  :  there  have  been  fewer  cases  of  T.B.  Bone  and  T.B.  Glands 
seen.  This  suggests  a  stricter  examination  of  milk  by  the  Authorities. 

Reviewing  the  work  of  the  Clinic  as  a  whole,  we  are  justified  in 
looking  forward  to  the  future  with  good  hope,  as,  in  spite  of  these 
shortages  of  food,  the  dietetic  deficiencies  noted  can  be  eliminated 
by  the  treatment  given  at  the  clinic. 

The  Welfare  Clinic  staff  have  carried  on  their  work  with  unbounded 
enthusiasm.  No  Warrington  mother  to-day  can  complain  of  being- 
neglected.  Rather  do  we  notice  a  keenness  on  the  part  of  the  mother 
to  avail  herself  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  Corporation.  What 
changes  have  occurred  during  the  years  between  the  great  Wars 
of  our  lifetime  in  the  care  and  nurture  of  the  future  citizens  !  A  sure 
foundation  for  the  belief  in  the  continued  virility  of  Great  Britain  !

SUMMARY  OF  WORK  OF  THE  HEALTH 
VISITORS  DURING  1946 

Particulars  of  the  work  amongst  infants,  is  largely  based  upon 
information  received  under  the  Notifications  of  Births  Act. 

One  of  the  main  functions  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  to  supervise 
carefully  the  health  of  the  children  under  her  care,  and  to  draw  the 
attention  of  parents  to  any  departure  from  the  normal,  at  the  same 
time  placing  before  them  the  facilities  available  for  treating  any  defect 
found. 

The  Health  Visitors  do  not  in  any  way  attempt  to  diagnose  the 
condition,  but  simply  refer  any  abnormality  to  the  doctor.

All  infants  and  toddlers  are  weighed  and  advised  by  the  Doctor 
or  the  Health  Visitor  when  attending  a  centre.  Immunisation  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  is  done  weekly  at  the  centres. 

A  child  may  be  protected  against  whooping  cough  any  time  after 
six  months  old,  and  we  endeavour  to  have  children  protected  against 
diphtheria  not  later  than  12  months  old. 

The  Health  Visitors  give  talks  to  the  mothers  on  various  subjects 
relating  to  health,  how  to  attain  and  maintain  the  highest  standard 
oossible. 
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Scabies  Clinic 

Patients  referred  from  the  Consultation  Centres  are  given  appoint¬ 
ments  for  baths  at  the  Scabies  Clinic,  and  the  Health  Visitors  follow 
up  the  cases  if  the  appointment  is  not  kept,  or  the  patient  lapses  during 
the  course  of  treatment. 

During  1946,  there  were  104  children  under  five  years  of  age  wrho 
were  treated  at  the  Scabies  Clinic. 

Daily  Guardian  Scheme 

This  was  a  national  scheme  to  supplement  the  care  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  was  first  commenced  in  Warrington  in 
June,  1941. 

The  guardian  who  wishes  to  take  care  of  a  child  during  the  day 
must  make  application  to  be  registered  as  a  “minder”. 

The  home  of  the  applicant  is  first  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor, 
to  be  passed  as  suitable  or  otherwise. 

If  the  home  is  passed  as  suitable  the  applicant  is  notified  and 
allowed  to  take  the  child. 

These  children  are  visited  once  every  six  weeks  by  the  Health 
Visitor. 

Nurseries 

There  are  four  war-time  nurseries  in  Warrington. 

The  Health  Visitors  pay  visits  to  these  nurseries  at  regular 
intervals. 

A  Medical  Officer  attends  weekly  at  these  nurseries  for  medical 
examination  of  the  children.

Boarded-Out  Children 

Boarded-out  Children  under  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

There  were  12  children  being  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  during 
1946  boarded-out  under  the  above  authority. 

These  children  are  visited  once  every  six  wreeks  and  a  special 
written  report  sent  in  after  each  visit. 


Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic 

Mr.  W.  Hunter,  Ear,  Nose  and  'Throat  Specialist,  holds  a  clinic 
at  the  Health  Department,  the  second  Thursday  of  every  month.

Children  under  five  years  of  age  are  referred  to  this  clinic  by  the 
Medical  Officer  attending  consultation  centres,  and  Day  Nurseries  ; 
also  by  private  practitioners. 
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Dental  Clinic 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby  children  under  five  years 
of  age  needing  dental  treatment  may  be  sent  to  the  School  Dental 
Clinic  which  is  held  in  the  Health  Department,  and  is  open  daily. 

43  children  were  referred  to  this  Clinic  during  the  year  by 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic 

Specialist  :  Mr.  Harman-Taylor 

Any  child  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  at  the  Consultation  Centre 
who  is  in  need  of  examination  or  treatment,  may  be  sent  to  the  War¬ 
rington  General  Hospital  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  which  is  held  there 
every  Tuesday  morning  at.  10  a.m. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics  are  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  and  Thurs¬ 
day. 

VACCINATION 

806  children  were  successfully  vaccinated  during  the  year  1946, 
compared  with  848  in  1945,  and  840  in  1944. 

CANCER 

102  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Council’s  Hospitals  during  the 
year.  60  of  these  cases  had  previous  treatment,  42  not  previously 
received  treatment.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  made  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  treatment  of  4  cases  at  the  Radium  Institute,  Liverpool, 
and  Christie  Hospital,  Manchester.

Water  Supply 

Eight  samples  of  Town’s  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examination  during  the  year  and  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  in  quality.  One  shallow  well  providing  the  sole  water 
supply  to  an  isolated  cottage  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough  was 
replaced  with  a  piped  supply  of  water  for  domestic  purposes. 

The  Water  Engineer  (A.  J.  Watkins,  Esq.,  A. M. Inst.,  C.E., 
A.M.I.Mech.E.)  has  supplied  the  following  information  concerning 
the  water  supply  to  the  Borough  during  the  year 

“Development  of  the  new  pumping  station  at  Newton  Hollow, 
Frodsham,  has  proceeded  during  the  year  and  the  underground 
works  at  this  site  are  now  nearing  completion.  The  whole  supply 
in  general  has  been  adequate  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  no 
special  action  has  been  called  for  in,  respect  of  any  contamination.” 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

A  total  of  1,150  inspections  in  .respect  of  drainage  defects  and 
reconstructions  were  made  during  the  year.  Eight  hundred  and 
ninety-two  defects  in  connection  with  eavesgutters,  downspouting, 
sinks  and  drainage  were  remedied  in  response  to  action  taken  by  the 
Department.  Eighteen  instances  of  defects  or  stoppages  in  old 
combined  drains,  now  public  sewers,  were  referred  to  the  Borough 
Engineer  for  attention. 

The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  (John  Y.  Hughes,  Esq., 
M.Inst.C.E.)  indicates  that  an  agreement  has  been  concluded  with 
the  Warrington  Rural  District  Council  and  Newton-le- Willows 
Urban  District  Council  for  the  construction  of  a  main  outfall  sewer 
from  Newton-le-Willows  to  a  proposed  new  sewage  works  (Gatewarth 
Farm)  in  the  Borough.  Approval  to  the  expenditure  of  £343,492  has 
been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  dated  14th  November, 
1946,  for  the  provision  of  the  necessary  outfall  works,  sewers  and 
pumping  stations  inside  and  outside  the  Borough.  The  work  necessary 
for  the  drainage  of  the  Dallam  Farm  Housing  Estate  is  in  progress. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  above  scheme  will  deal  with  the  present  pollution  of  the 
Sankey  Brook  within  the  areas  of  the  three  authorities  concerned  in 
the  agreement. 

Closet  Accommodation 

During  1946,  the  Corporation’s  pail  closet  conversion  scheme 
was  resumed,  resulting  in  the  replacement  of  100  pail  closets  by  water 
closets.  In  addition,  94  pail  closets  were  converted  by  owners. 
Defective  conditions  in  respect  of  214  pail  closets  and  47  water  closets 
were  remedied  by  service  of  notice. 
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Nuisances  and  Housing  Defects 

A  total  of  1,533  complaints  was  received  at  the  Department,  and 
investigated  during  the  year.  To  secure  the  remedy  of  conditions, 
2,147  informal  notices  were  served,  and  1,344  were  complied  with  ; 
of  676  statutory  notices  served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  381 
were  complied  with.  Work  in  connection  with  3  premises  was 
carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  in  default  of  the  owners’  com¬ 
pliance  and  in  5  instances  application  was  made  to  the  Courts  for 
Abatement  Orders. 

« 

Applications  were  made  in  23  instances  for  certificates  of  disrepair 
under  the  Rent  and  Mortgate  Interest  Restrictions  Acts,  and  in  all 
cases  certificates  were  issued. 

One  statutory  notice  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act  was 
served. 

The  arrangements  made  with  the  Borough  Engineer  (J.  Y.  Hughes, 
Esq.,  M.Inst.C.E.)  who  is  the  authorised  officer  for  the  issue  of  licences 
and  certificates  for  building  and  repair  work  exceeding  the  prescribed 
financial  limit,  have  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  in  the  case  of 
work  required  by  notices  from  this  Department. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

Work  in  connection  with  smoke  abatement  has  been  confined  to 
informal  action  mainly  in  connection  with  periodic  excessive  emissions, 
much  of  which  has  been  found  to  be  due  to  indifferent  stoking  and  the 
necessity  to  use  whatever  fuel  is  available.  Three  half-hourly  obser¬ 
vations  were  made.  During  the  year  the  Manchester  and  District 
Smoke  Abatement  Society,  on  which  the  Borough  is  represented, 
resumed  its  work  and  it  is  anticipated  that  instruction  for  stokers 
will  again  be  organised  in  the  near  future. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

No  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect  of  occupied 
caravans,  vans,  etc.  Supervision  has  been  maintained  of  sites  used 
as  authorised  fairgrounds. 

Verminous  Disinfestation 

Complaint  of  the  presence  of  vermin  was  received  in  respect  of 
38  Corporation  houses,  68  privately  owned  houses,  and  14  business 
and  institutional  premises.  Infestations  dealt  with  included  those 
arising  from  bugs,  fleas,  ants,  flies,  cockroaches,  crickets,  Ptinus  Tectus, 
and  the  Powder  Post  beetle.  H.C.N.  fumigation  was  carried  out 
in  the  case  of  Ptinus  Tectus,  and  the  use  of  a  proprietory  insect  pest 
destroyer  was  effective  in  dealing  with  the  Powder  Post  beetle.  All 
other  cases  yielded  to  treatment  with  Gammexane  and  D.D.T.  in 
either  powder  or  liquid  form.  Ten  prefabricated  houses  and  two 
permanent  Corporation  houses  were  treated  prior  to  occupation  with 
a  D.D.T.  Solution  as  a  precaution  against  infestation.  In  three 
instances  it  was  necessary  to  destroy  various  articles  of  furniture  and 
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bedding.  In  one  private  house  the  presence  of  a  verminous  mattress 
was  traced  to  the  negligence  of  a  second-hand  dealer  in  such  articles, 
on  whose  premises  was  found  further  evidence  of  vermin.  A  total  of 
528  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  affected  premises. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

The  number  of  registered  houses  was  reduced  from  4  to  3  during 
the  year,  providing  beds  for  142  persons.  One  Lodging  house, 
providing  accommodation  for  21  persons  was  demolished  by  the 
owners  of  the  property  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority 
required  under  Reg.  68CA  of  the  Emergency  Powers  (Defence) 
General  Regulations.  Action  was  taken  in  respect  of  one  house 
used  as  a  common  lodging  house  without  registration  of  the  keeper, 
and  the  vacation  of  the  premises  was  obtained  without  recourse  to 
court  proceedings.  Twenty-six  visits  were  made  during  the  year 
to  these  premises.  Disinfestation  was  found  necessary  in  one  instance. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act 

The  Borough  Engineer  (John  Y.  Hughes,  Esq.,  M.Inst.C.E.), 
who  is  the  designated  officer  under  the  Act,  has  supplied  the  following 
information  relative  to  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 

‘  ‘  RATS 

“The  number  of  traps  set  during  the  year  on  tips  and  round 
water-courses  is  909,  and  the  number  of  live  rats  caught  in  these 
traps  is  606.  In  the  town  itself,  being  mostly  the  centre  of  the 
Town  Hall  Ward,  5,759  traps  have  been  set,  and  the  number  of 
rats  caught  in  these  traps  is  1,363.  Prepared  baits  to  the  number 
of  31,020  have  been  placed  in  various  positions  in  the  centre  of 
the  town,  along  water-courses,  and  in  the  manholes  of  sewers, 
and  a  large  number  of  these  baits  have  been  taken. 

“The  general  kill  of  rats  is  slightly  higher  than  that  of  last 
year.  This  is  calculated  on  a  formula  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
the  result  of  which  is  generally  considered  to  be  high.  The 
treatment  of  the  sewers  has  been  as  follows  : 

“  Block  1 — which  is  most  of  the  centre  of  the  town. 

60  manholes  were  pre-baited  and  poison  baited,  and  the 
estimated  kill  was  75  rats. 

“  Block  2 — which  is  the  Westy  Lane  Housing  Site. 

‘  ‘  One-third  of  the  manholes,  numbering  50,  were  pre-baited 
and  poison  baited,  and  the  result  was  ‘No  take’  generally,  which 
indicated  that  there  were  no  rats  present. 

“  Block  3 — Bewsey  Housing  Estate. 

“53  manholes  were  pre-baited  and  poison  baited,  the  result 
of  which  showed  that  rats  were  indicated  in  two  manholes  only, 
and  the  kill  was  indicated  as  10  rats. 
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“ Block  4 — which  is  the  block  of  property  between  Bridge 
Foot  and  Latchford  Canal  on  the  south  side  of  Knutsford  Road. 
“75  manholes  were  baited  and  ‘No  take’  was  indicated,  with  the 
result  that  no  rats  were  present. 

“  Other  special  infestation  dealt  with  during  1946  have  been  : — 

“(«)  The  district  surrounding  the  Buffer  Depot  at  the  Old 
Brewery,  Flag  Lane,  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  All  the  manholes 
surrounding  this  have  been  baited  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  who,  at  the  same  time,  baited  the  inside  of  the  building. 
On  the  occasion  when  it  was  done,  in  April  last  year,  the  kill  of 
35  rats  was  indicated. 

“  (b)  The  district  abutting  and  surrounding  the  Orford  Slaughter 
House  and  Bell’s  Farm  House  was  also  specially  treated  in  Septem¬ 
ber  last,  indicating  a  kill  of  15  rats. 

“(c)  The  corn  warehouse,  Queen  Street,  vacated  on  the  1st 
December,  1946,  was  pre-baited  and  poison  baited  at  20  different 
points,  which  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill  of  50  rats,  7  of  the  bodies 
were  found  in  the  building.  A  week  later  this  property  was  again 
similarly  baited,  and  as  we  thought  the  bait  might  have  dispersed 
the  rats,  enquiries  were  made  of  all  the  properties  round  this 
building  as  to  whether  they  had  seen  any  rats.  The  answer  was 
“No”,  and  as  no  baits  were  touched  in  the  building  at  20  different 
points,  the  result  must  be  a  complete  kill. 

“  (d)  Warrington  Greyhound  Track 

“Owing  to  the  danger  to  the  very  valuable  dogs,  no  poison 
bait  was  laid.  12  traps  were  employed,  and  31  rats  were  caught. 

‘  ‘  ( e )  Thames  Board  Mills 

“20  points  were  pre-baited  and  poison  baited,  the  result  being 
an  estimated  kill  of  23  rats. 

“The  Dog  Track  has  again  been  baited  on  three  consecutive 
days  with  12  traps,  14  rats  were  trapped. 

“  Thames  Board  Mills 

“18  points  baited  and  pre-baited,  the  result  25  rats  killed. 
“(/)  Cricket  Ground 

“10  points  pre-baited  and  poison  baited,  result  7  killed. 
“(g)  Tripe  Works 

“9  points  pre-baited  and  poison  baited,  result  5  killed. 

(h)  Arp  ley  Meadows 

“30  points  pre-baited  and  poison  baited,  result  15  killed. 

“These  last  five  items  were  done  in  conjunction  with  the 
L.M.S.  Railway,  who  placed  30  points  on  the  track  and  sidings.” 
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Factories 

During  the  year  15  intimations  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories,  relative  to  conditions  remediable  under  the  Factory 
Act,  1937,  and  the  Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations,  1938. 
Eighty-four  inspections  have  been  made  at  mechanical  and  non¬ 
mechanical  factories,  and  17  notices  served  in  respect  of  62  contra¬ 
ventions.  Fifty-two  contraventions  have  been  remedied  during  the 
period.  Six  additional  water  closets  and  two  wash  hand  basins  have 
been  installed  at  factories,  and  2  pail  closets  abolished. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act 

A  total  of  69  persons  and  firms  are  registered  as  listed  sellers  of 
Part  II  Poisons.  All  listed  sellers  have  been  visited  during  the  year 
by  the  Inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Miss  J.  Y.  Stephenson). 
One  sale  of  poisons  without  registration  was  reported  and  dealt  wTith 
by  warning  letter,  the  seller  ceasing  to  retail  poisons. 

Infectious  Disease 

Inspectors  made  100  visits  of  enquiry  in  respect  of  91  cases  of 
notifiable  infectious  disease.  One  hundred  and  fifty-four  visits 
were  made  to  smallpox  contacts  notified  by  Port  Health  Authorities 
arising  from  cases  of  smallpox  occurring  during  transit  of  troops.

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Raw  Milk 

Seventy-three  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  obtained  for 
cleanliness  tests.  Thirty-seven  samples  were  satisfactory  and  36 
unsatisfactory.  Of  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  14  failed  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  only,  11  failed  the  rest  for  Bacillus  Coli,  and  12  samples 
failed  both  tests.  Of  3  samples  of  Tuberculin-Tested  Milk  and 
6  samples  of  Accredited  milk,  1  sample  of  iVccredited  milk  failed  the 
required  tests. 

Seventy-two  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination  for 
Tuberculosis  ;  3  samples,  or  4.4%,  were  found  to  contain  Tubercle 
Bacilli.  Tests  on  4  samples  were  inconclusive.  In  each  case  of  a 
positive  result  the  affected  animal  was  identified  and  dealt  with  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

The  following  particulars  of  the  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle 
at  dairy  farms  in  the  Borough  are  taken  from  reports  supplied  by  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  (J.  W.  Wilson,  Esq.,  M.R.C.V.S.), 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

Inspection  of  Meat 

The  Orford  Green  Slaughterhouse,  owned  by  the  Warrington 
Co-operative  Society,  continues  to  be  used  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption. 

Considerable  improvement  in  the  premises,  as  a  result  of  action 
taken  by  the  Department,  has  been  effected  by  the  provision  of  satis¬ 
factory  covered  accommodation  for  the  temporary  storage  of  con¬ 
demned  meat,  improved  facilities  for  the  cleaning  of  tripes  and  the 
provision  of  a  small  canteen  with  washing  facilities  for  the  slaughter¬ 
men.  Whilst  some  improvement  has  been  made  to  protect  cooling 
carcases  from  contamination,  it  is  necessary  to  emphasise  that  cooling 
facilities  for  carcase  meat  at  these  premises  remain  unsatisfactory. 

Animals  killed  and  examined  during  the  year  show  an  increase  of 
7,478  animals  over  the  total  for  1945.

Food  Preparing  Premises  (Food  &  Drugs  Act  Sections  13  &  14). 

Seventy  inspections  have  been  made  at  preparing  premises,  153 
at  general  food  shops,  and  24  at  bakehouses.  Extensive  specifications 
at  4  manufacturing  premises  have  been  carried  out  to  bring  them  into 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  One  unsatisfactory 
bakehouse  has  been  abolished  by  informal  action. 

Two  pail  closets  have  been  replaced  by  water  closets,  and  additional 
closet  and  personal  washing  facilities  have  been  installed  in  three 
instances. 
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Thirty-two  minor  conditions  have  been  remedied  at  such  premises 
during  the  year. 

Ice  Cream  Premises 

Work  has  proceeded  during  the  year  on  the  adaptation  and  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  six  ice  cream  manufacturing  premises  within  the 
Borough.  In  three  instances  the  requirements  of  the  Department 
have  been  completed  with  the  provision  of  satisfactory  surfaces, 
improved  apparatus,  refrigeration  and  separate  cleansing  and  steriliz¬ 
ing  facilities.  At  the  three  remaining  premises  the  required  alterations 
have  been  approved  and  are  in  varying  stages  of  completion.  In  all 
cases  the  ice  cream  mix  is  heat-treated.  One  manufacturer  of  a  cold 
mix  ceased  business  during  the  year. 

'Twenty  samples  of  ice-cream  taken  from  manufacturing  premises 
and  street  traders  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and 
six  samples  for  chemical  analysis.
